coming, that final contacts in the Field be by a senior Case Officer* 

If retention is your decision then contacts similar to those suggested for 
SORONY may be best. 

7. Your confluents and decisions are requested re paragraph 3 thru

8. Headquarters is making payment to HOLLEMON for the amounts indica- 
ted in paras 2 and 3 of^ 3 report. There is still due HOLLMON, 

however, mileage allowance for her use of privately owned vehicle from 
Zurich to St. Anton on her second trip this year.
